Super-F ortresses 
Raid Siam 


The United States War Depart- 
ment announced § yesterday that 
Super-Fortresses, based in India. 
have attacked in substantial numbers 
a target in Siam, which Tokyo in a 
later broadcast declared was Ran- 
goon. No further details are avail- 
able from Allied sources, but the 
Japanese report stated that there 
were eleven of the big aircraft over 
and that five were shot down by 
ground fire. 

The American communiqué said 
that many bomb hits were observed 
on military and industrial installa- 
tions at Nagoya, Japan. Clear 
weather aided precision bombing 
by a “sizable force” of B29s

£80,000 Herd 
Fit Only for 
Slaughterhouse! 


R. J. McGIVERN, at yester- 
= day’s monthly meeting of the 
Joint Committee of Grangegorman 
Mental Hospital, said that they had 
started about 15 years ago to get a 
tubercle-free herd at Portrane—at 
a cost of about £80,000 to the rate- 
payers—and the only result was a 
herd fit for nothing but the 
slaughterhouse.

| Will Not Marry 
Until New Year 


MANY marriages and retirements 
of civil servants, due to take 
place this month, have been post- 
poned, writes a special correspon- 
dent, until after New Year’s Day, 
so that the marriage gratuities and 
lump-sum payments may reap the 
benefit of the additional cost-of- 
living bonus recently announced by 
the Government. These payments, 
awarded on leaving the Service, are 
calculated by reference to the 
remuneration payable and the 
number of years’ service to the 
credit of the official at the date of 
retirement. 

The Government’s decision to 
increase the bonus by five twenty- 
sixths still continues to be the 
main topic of conversation and dis- 
cussion in Civil Service circles. 
There is a feeling that the increase 
should have operated from the date 
of the Government’s Order, and not 
from January Ist next. Having 
admitted the principle of, and the 
case for, the increase, the Govern- 
ment, as a matter of extreme 
urgency and equity, should, it is 
contended, have given their 
employees the benefit of their 
decision from the day on which it 
was made. The postponement has 
created a sense of grievance, and 
it is possible that the matter may 
not be left there. 

Whether counsel’s opinion may 
be taken is still, it is understood, 
an open question, but, in any event, 
the general body of civil servants 
feel that the Department of Finance’ 
has misinterpreted the Government's 
intentions, and that their represen- 
tatives should, therefore, continue 
to fight for more generous treat- 
ment. 

Referring to the bonus, the 
current issue of the Civil Service 
Review, states: “ We would deplore 
any suggestion that the Government 
having made a ‘big concession, 
there is nothing more to be done 
but to sit back and look happy. 
In our opinion, there is no ‘big 
concession,’ but simply a miser’s 
attempt at restitution, and we are 
not satisfied. What we want is 


justice we mean to get. 

“The Government makes no 
attempt to deny the equity of our 
claims. They know they cannot 
do so. What they seek is to give 
us the minimum to shut our mouths. 
They argue that, after all these 
years of injustice, even the palest 
shadow of justice will overwhelm 
us. They would do well to re- 
member that an Irishman fights for 
his rights as for nothing else. We 
want no more than our duve. 
Nothing else will shut our mouths.”

GUILTY OF UNLAWFUL

This afrangement entities the 
member to a life pension or a capital sum 
payment on reaching the age of 65. or, 
should death occur prior to reaching this 
age. a capital payment on a life insurance 
basis will be made. In addition to this. two 
other schemes are being put into opcration. 
These are to be managed by a joint com- 
mittee of employees and representatives of 
the :ompany; both are on a contributory 
basis, and the cost of benefits are being 
shared between the employees and the 
company. and they provide for the establish- 
ment of:— 

(a) A marriage dowry and gratuity tund 
for the female employees, from which 
members will be entitled on marriage 
to a bulk sum payment calculated cn 
an amount for cach year of service 
with the company, or, otherwise. a bulk 
sum payment to be made after 25 years’ 
employment. 

(6) A provident and sickness fund for all 
employees, both male and female, which 
aims at providing a weekly payment io 
any employee during iliness up to three 
months’ duration. The amount of that 
contribution payable by the employee is 
dependent on the wage carned. 

CHILDREN’S ALLOWANCES 

The scheme for children’s allowances, 
which was brought into operation about 
three years ago. still operates on the basis of 
a weckly payment for all children of a family 
up to the age of 16 vears if the father’s 
wage is below a certain amount. When the 
wage is above this amount no allowance is 
paid for the first child of the family. but it 
is paid for the second subsequent 
children. 

You will not expect me, [ am sure, to 
prophesy anything with regard to the future, 
owing to the many uncertainties in every 
direction at present. However, you can rest 
assured that every effort will be made by 
your directors to achieve the best possibie 
results for the company under any conditions 
that may prevail.

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THE TUG OF WAR 


Harold MacMillan, the late Lord 


British Minister in the Middle 
East, has encouraged hopes that 
the deplorable condition of affairs 
in Greece may be brought to an 
early end. On Wednesday night 
there was an undeclared truce in 
the capital; but it was announced 
yesterday that the military situa- 
tion was virtually unchanged. 
Mr. MacMillan is doing every- 
thing in his power to bring 
hostilities to an end, but he will not 
have an easy job. The troops of 
E.L.A.S., the militant wing of the 
E.A.M. movement, which includes 
many Communists in its numbers, 
have shown unexpected strength. 
They have been reinforced by the 
arrival in Athens and the Pirzus 
of substantial detachments from 
the country, and are showing 
themselves to be determined and 
even reckless fighters. General 
Scobie, the British Commander- 
in-Chief, recognising the peculiar 
delicacy of the political situation, 
is doing his utmost to avoid un- 
necessary bloodshed; but the 
E.L.A.S. evidently is in an aggres- 
sive mood, and has been follow- 
ing the example of the Germans 
in Aachen by the dispatch against 
the British of tramcars laden with 
dynamite. One of its spokesmen 
declared a few days ago that it 
was prepared to destroy every 
house in Athens rather than 
abandon the struggle. The cause 
of the disturbances is fairly well 
known. Throughout the German 
occupation the E.A.M. carried on 
a constant campaign against the 
invaders, and was supported by 
the armed forces of the E.L.AS., 
which fought the Germans in the 
mountains and throughout the 
country. Both these groups have 
“Leftist” tendencies. 
They are not wholly Communist, 
but are definitely anti-monarchical. 
They agreed to support Mr. 
Papandreou when he formed 
what seemed to be a Government 
of all the parties, but allege that 
the Prime Minister, in calling for 
the disarmament of the E.L.AS., 
positively sided against them, 
particularly as he proposed to in- 
corporate the so-called “Mountain 
Brigade” and the “Sacred 
Battalion ” into the regular army. 
Both these formations, according 
to the E.A.M., are sympathetic 
with the E.D.E.S., a group which 


s—jis just as strongly Right as the 


E.A.M. and the E.L.A.S. are Left. 
It is an almost hopelessly com- 
plicated business, from which 
only one clear fact emerges. This 
fact is that the forces of the 
British Government in Greece 
have become embroiled in what 
really amounts to civil war. 
General Scobie is quite.frank in 
his attitude. He insists that public 
order must be maintained in 
Greece, and that consequently 
there can be no question of 
private armies. He is supported 
strongly by His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment in the United Kingdom. 
Many casualties already have 
been sustained by the British 
troops, who originally were wel- 
comed warmly as liberators by 
the Greek people. From the point 
of view of world democracy, it 
would be almost impossible to 
imagine a more unhappy turning 
of the tables. 

Public opinion in Great Britain 
continues to be perturbed 
Mr. Winston Churchill’s fighting 
speech in the House of Commons 
the other day undoubtedly 
scotched some of the popular 
criticisms of the Government's 
action; but it did not kill them. 
There was, and still is, a wide- 
spread feeling that while, 
logically, the Prime Minister’s 
statement was sound, it did not 
wholly answer the charges that 
ad been made against the action

In point of fact, it is the only 
country in the Balkan Peninsula 
into which Russian troops have 
not yet penetrated, and, from the 
point of view of British foreign 
policy, it is imperative that the 
best possible relations shall be 
established between the Greek 
and the British peoples.

PLAN: DUBLIN COMMENT 


“Surely we cannot afford to have 
our children less well equipped for 
life than the children in Northern 
Ireland?” said Miss L. Stanton, M.A.., 
Headmistress, Rutland High School, 
Dublin, in her annual report at the 
school’s prize distribution yesterday. 
“It is a disappointment, to me at 
any rate,” she declared, “that the 
education of some of our young 
ople comes to an end with the 
ntermediate Certificate examination. 
This, after all, is only a junior 
examination, and another year or two 
at school would be of great benefit 
to these pupils. Proposals in the 
Northern Ireland Government’s White 
Paper on education include compul- 
sory education up to fifteen years of 
age and voluntary part-time continued 
education from fifteen to eighteen 
years, which, at a later stage, is to be 
made compulsory. That means that in 
Northern Ireland education will .be 
continued until boys and girls have 
reached the age of eighteen years.” 
During the year, she said, there had 
been a slight increase in the number 
of pupils attending the school 
examination results had been satis- 
bee and attendances had been 
remarkably good.

One other matter. I am not yet 
satisfied with the printed programme 
that is circulated at the concerts. 
The word ceol is consistently mis- 
spelt, though § drew attention to 
this matter at least a year ago. Moura 
Lympany’s name was misspelt last 
Sunday. Moreover, she was de- 
scribed as Piano aonraic or “Solo 
piano” although there is, of 
course, no such thing in a 
concerto. Last Sunday there was 
an announcement on the programme 
saying “ NEXT CONCERT, Sun- 
day, 14th January, 1944. . 
Full details will be announced later.” 
Now if there is one ram that a 
good orchestra daren't monkey with,
